The Rivers Overflowed and Several 
Towns Inundated. 


CHICAGO, June 15.— Rain storms of great 
violence and unusual duration have raised 
the waters in most of the rivers of the North- 
west to a point higher than was ever before 


known. 
TOWNS INUNDATED. 


Grand Rapids, Wis., is mainly under water, 
and one of its business men, Mr. Ferguson, 
was drowned. Twoethirds of the city of 
Oconoto, Wis., is inundated. The loss inthat 
city is placed at $2,500,000. 

THE MISSISSIPPI 

is very high, and considerable damage is re- 
ported along its banks. At La Crosse 30,000 
tons of ice have been ruined, and at Dubuque 
allthe lowlands are covered. Farmers and 
others in Indiana and Illinois complain of ex- 
cessive rainfali and bridges have been carried 
away and many fields of corn and wheat de- 
stroyed.

COLLIDED AT SEA. 


Serious Accidents to Steamships in a 
Dense Fog. 


NEW YORK, June 15,—The steamer The 
Queen reports that June 13, three hundred 
miles east of Sandy Hook, during a dense fog, 
she came into collision with the steamer 
Anchoria, from New York, for Glasgow. 
Both vessels were very seriously 
damaged and for a while it was thought both 
would go down. The Queen’s bow was 
stove. The Queen took off all the passengers 
of the Anchoria, one hundred and eighty in 
number, and brought them to this port. The 
Anchoria is still outside awaiting assistance. 
She has twenty feet of water in her hold. 

The Queen has reached her dock and re- 


ports at this 1:30 p. m. Sunday, when 
about one hundred miles from 
Sandy Hook in a dense fog 


ran into the Anchoria, striking her just for- 
ward of the bridge on the starboard side. 
The bow of the Queen plunged into the state- 


room of the Anchoria in which three 
young ladies were. Their escape was 
almost miraculous. There was great excite- 
ment on board both vessels, but noone was 
injured. Two eompartments of the Anchoria 
were filled with water and as there 
was every prospect of the ship 
sinking, it was determined to transfer the 
passengers to the Queen. The sea was very 
calm, and the transfer was accomplished in 
safety. Passengers state that the crew of the 
Anchoria became demoralized and three of 
them leaped aboard the Queen before the ves- 
sels separated. Passengers had to assist in 
launching the Anchoria’s boats, and the sail- 
ors were the firstto jump into them as they 
touched the water. 

Capt. Heddenwick concluded to make an 
effort to bring the Anchoria into port, and 
asked the Queen to stand by him. The two 
vessels then kept company until they reached 
port.

SEEING SEYMOUR.

A Western Editor's Interview ih 
the Sage of Deerfield. 


Still Averse to the Use of His 
Name for the Presidency, 


But Still a Little More Willing 
than He Was. 


Svecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

KANSAS CITY, June 15.—The Times of this 
morning has the following important special 
from its editor, Dr. M. Mumford, now in 
New York: 

Utica, N. V., June 14.—I have had 
several hours’ conference with ex-Gov- 
ernor Horatio Seymour at his home 
near this city. I came here at the request of 
leading Missouri and Kansas Democrats, 
delegates to the Cincinnati Convention, as 
well as for my own satisfaction, to ascertain 
his views regarding his nomination by the 
Democratic Convention next week. Readers of 
the Times will recollect I published an ac- 
eount of an interview I had with Gov. Sey- 
mour last December in which, after 
stating the objections he raised why 
he should not be nominated, and urging the 
selection ef some other, younger man, I 
reached the conclusion that he was too 
good a patriot and Democrat to 
decline the nomination should the Democrat- 
ic party in eonvention assembled see fit to de- 
clare him the standard-bearer in the ensuing 
contest. Again several months later another 
opportunity was presented me in connection 
with a prominent gentleman from 
Kansas in talking with Governor 
Seymour on the question, and 
my conviction was strengthened. While my 
Kansas friend thought that Gov. Seymour 
would accept if nominated—a fact too patent 
for controversy. 

AT SEYMOUR’S HOUSE. 

When reached Gov. Seymour’s residence 

about 11 o’clock this morning, I found the 


Hon. Carter H. Harrison, Mayor of 
Chicago, himself a delegate to the 
Cincinnati Convention. who had 


quietly come over to Deerfield on the same 
mission as myself. Together we talked over 
the whole situation with Mr. Seymour, each

The same «questions of 
law being involved, the Fifth street line peo- © 
ple were encouraged to go on with legal pro- 
ceedings against the South St.Louis Railroad, 
which had been pushed forward almost to 
completion. The Fifth street line had eom- 
menced an enjoining suit in December, 1878, 
and when the Northwestern case was 
decided by the Supreme Court went ~ 
to Judge Thayer of the Circuit Court 
and asked for a preliminary injunction, Which 
was granted, the plaintiff giving a bond for

THE SOUND HORROR. 


Echoes from the Stonington-Nar- 
ragansett Collision. 


Stories of Death and Suffering Told by 
Survivors. 


From the New York Sun, 13th. ! 

William Clark, an old and experienced 
boatman, living at Jersey avenue and Grand 
street, Jersey City, was a passenger in the 
Stonipaton. He said: Innere was a thick 
tog, but it was not dense enough to interfere 
with navigation. Our pilot saw the Narra- 
gansett bearing down from the opposite di- 
rection. 1 was on deck with several passen- 
gers, and we all noticed the approaching ves- 
sel. The signal whistles were blown; the 
speed of the Stonington was not, however, 
slackened. ‘The Narragansett replied, but did 
not alter her course or slow up. Then a con- 
fusing succession of signals were blown by 
each vessel, but neither paid any attention 
to the other’s warning. In the midst 
of this whistling and blowing the two steam- 
ers came in collision. 

“Just before they struck the captain of the 
Stonington began to reverse his engines, but 
the boat kept her headway. Our bows went 
crashing into the starboard side of the Narra- 
gansett, forward of the wheel. So violent was 
the impact that our stern was driven right 
into the engine machinery of the other vessel, 

breaking her boiler and furnaces. The break- 
ing of the boiler,jn this manner probably pre- 
vented an explosion, but the flooding of the 
coals of the furnace produced an equally fa- 
tal result. After the first impact the Stoning- 
ton backed, and drew her shattered bows out 
of the huge hole they had made in the Narra- 
gansett. As we retired the bodies of two 
men entirely nude floated out through the 
hole, and we recovered them. 

‘Within five minutes after the collision the 
Narragansett, which had caught fire in her 
engine room, was enveloped in flames, and 
was rapidly sinking. The vessel burned with 
terrible rapidity, and as the tongues of fire 
shot upward they, illumined the water for 
man miles, and revealed an awful scene. As 
the flames had destroyed the middle section 
of the vessel, tne passengers thronged the 
rear and forward decks, where they were 
huddled together ia indescribable confusion. 
The captain of the Stonington seemed to have 
Completely lost his head. Instead of backing 
up and taking a position to windward of the 
burning vessel, where he would be safe from 
the flames, and yet near enough to throw 
life preservers and lines to those that 
bad jumped overboard, he allowed his 
steamer to drift until she was nearly 
half a mile away from the Narragansett. 
There seemed to be no authority and no dis- 
cipline on board. I can positively asseat that 
it was not until a quarter of an hour had 
elapsed after the collision that we lowered 
our first boat. The blocks on the davits 
which held the boats were fou! and stiff. They 
looked and worked as thouch they had not 

been oiled for years. I heiped to get down 
one of these boats, and the blocks were so 
foul that we had to cut away the ropes in or- 
der to lower her. When we had her in the 
water we discovered that her bungs were 
open and that the plugs were missing. After 
considerable trouble and delay we remedied 
these defects and got to work. The other 
boats were in much the same condition. After 
an hour the boats got away and went to work 
to rescue the drowning. 

he Sound at that place is forty-two feet 
deep, as we afterward ascertained bv heaving 
the lead. The passengers of the Narracan- 
sett had jumped overboard with life pre- 
servers or pieces of wood. We rode in among 
them and saved fifteen boat-loads of them. 
The boat that I wasin came up toa lady to 
whose skirts two children were clinging. and 
in ber arms she clasped an infant. Betore we 
could lift them out ofthe water the two 
chiidren became exhausted and sank. The 
mother and the baby were pulled istothe 
boat, but the poor woman died afew minutes 

alive. As we 


later. Thelittie one is still . 
were rowing back to tne Stonington 
with our first boat toad, I saw a 


baby’s feet floating inthe water, and made a 
grab for them, Thebaby was siive, and we 
carried it on board. Three hours later I met 
a Woman on the Stonington who was crying 
bitterly. Sbe told me that she had lost her 
child. [took ber to a cot in which the baby 
was lying, and she recognized 1t as her child. 

**On our second trip to the wreck we ap- 

proached very near the burning vessel, and! 
Saw a man whowas standing at the stern 
rail take a pistol from his pocket and shoot 
bimself in the bead. Another man, who was 
clinging to a piece of the wreck, attenipted to 
shoot bimself inthe bead, bt a colored wai- 
ter, who was swimming near him onalife 
preserver, knocked the Weapon out of his 
haud.“ 

TUE EXPERIENCE OF A MAN WITH ONE LEG, 

J. II. Wilcox, adjusting sgent of the New 

York Life Insurance Company, and a resident 
of Chicago, Was awakened by the crash of 
Class. Mr. Wiicox bas had the misforiune to 
lose a leg, and instantly fearcd he should be 
penned in his state-room by fastening of the 
door if he did not quickly get out; so without 
dressing, without bis crutch and without 
making but one futile grab for his povket- 
book, containing 5500, which he had left 
under his pillow, he tjade his way out into 
the aisle, with bis coat and trousers in his 
hands. Bythistime the boat hat taken tire 
from the blazing gas, and there was ascene of 
the utmost terror and contusion. A woman 
Hung herseif upon him, screaming, “Save me 
and my child!“ but of course Mr. Wilcox 
could do nothing in his helpless condition. 
He struguled on deck, where there was a 
scene of equally mad confusion, disorder and 
frantic fexr. A dense fog prevailed, so that 
nothing could be scen on the water, and only 
the whistle and bell of the Stonington gave 
token of her presence. Not far off there was 
a cry for life-boats, and one was cut loose 
from amidships from near where Wilcox was 
standing. He threw himself over the side, 
and, fortunately, struck safely within the 
boat. Others followed, including a woman, 
who buried him beneath her weight. Some 
one cut loose or untied the rope, and 
the boat was pushed olf from the burn- 
ing steamer to avoid being swamped by 
the passengers who were swimming in the 
water, supported by life-preservers or pieces 
of furniture, andifilling the air with cries for 
help. The boat was pulled out, and within a 
short time the Narragansett sank, leaving 
total darkness on the water. The boat re- 
mained out for what Mr. Wilcox judged to be 
about three hours, when, feeling the approach 
of the coming storm of wind and rain, he 
urged his companions to pull*in the direction 
of the seund of the steamer, woich was still 
blowing her whistle, as the only hope to escape 
being upset. They did so, and arrived safely 
on board the Stonington. The boat’s load, 
including Mr. Wileox, numbered thirteen, 
none of whore names he learned, but three of 
whom he thinks were of the crew of the Nar- 
ragausett. 
THE FAULT WITIL THE STONINGTON. 

Mr. Bowker, a druggist of Boston, was in 
the Stonington sitting on deck. He says: 1 
heard the shrill whistle ofa steamer. The 
Stonington replied, and for several minutes 
both vessels kept blowing their whistles. Sud- 
deniy 1 saw lights forging towards us.

BEPARATED ON BOARD TO MEET IN A LIFE 
BOAT. 

Howard Lapsley, a well-known member of 
the Stock Excha te, who has recently form- 
ed a partnership with ason of Cyrus W. Field, 
with the layt named capitalist as special part- 
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ner, took passage on the Narragansett to visit 
his wife, who 4 nding the summer at Nar- 
ragansett Pier. He was accompanied by his 
nephew, J. M. Thomas, of 11 years, the son of 
C. G. Thomas of Philadelphia. . Lapsley 
said that when the crash came he rushed on 
deck, followed by his nephew. In the ex- 
citement he separated from his nephew. He 
had been on deck only a few moments when 
he was pitched overboard. He fell neara raft, 
which he succeeded in boarding. After being 
in the water for an hour and a half, the per- 
sous on the raft were rescued by the City of 
New York. As he stepped aboard the steam- 
er his little nephew rushed out from the 
crowd 11 „Oh, uncle, is that you?“ 
The little fellow had not wet a hair. Just as 
a lifeboat was putting out from the Narragan- 
sett he jumped into it, and was carried on 
board the City of New York.

Lizzie Peall, a hunchback girl living at 1727 
North Eighteenth street, Philadelphia, who 
was apassenger on the Narragansett, said: 
was on my way to Boston. I had been sick 
allday and wentto bed before dark. I was 
awakened by hearing whistles blowing—two 
whistles, two times—but thought we were 
nearing the landing at Stonington. I then 
heard the terrible crash when the boat struck. 
Everybody was awakened, and the screams 
were frightful. I asked the steward if he 
woulda tell me what was the matter. He said: 
‘It’s only the wheel broken. He stood in the 


main saloon and had all the life pre- 
servers there. I went up to get one. 
He gave me the last one he 


had. Everybody was running to see what 
was the matter; most of the ladies had time to 
slip on their skirts. I can’t walk about fast, 
ro I got on a seat and called out. More 
None of the crew saw me, for a long time, and 
I thought 1 would have to stay there. Mrs. 
Branyan, of Boston Highlands, was with me 
and her little girl. We stood on the main 
deck and screamed as loud as we could. 
Some men on the upper deck were getting the 
boat down. People were jumping down from 
that deck into the boat, some of them into the 
water. All this time tbere was great confus- 
ion and crymg. Everybody was out of his 
senses—the men too. I asked a man (a pass- 
enger) tosave me. He pushed me away and 
said he had enough to do to save himself. By 
thattime the boat was sinking. The water 
was up to my knees onthe maindeck. I 
went to the rail. Some men—the captain and 
some other men, everybody who would help— 
were getting the last life-boatdown. The 
captain told the men to hurry up; they seemed 
too much frightened to help. The Captain 
lifted me up and put me in the boat before 
they lowered her. Another lady ran to get 
in; she slipped and broke her wrist, but she 
got in. Then they iowered the boat, 
and as soon as she toue hed 
the water all the men, the Captain and all, 
jumped in. A lady and ber = not more 
than eight months old, were left behind on the 
deck. She begged us to let her in, but the 
boat had floated away several yards and we 
bad no oars. The last I saw of her she had 
her hands raised, crying for us to come. There 
was only a little spot left where the fire had 
not reached, and she was standing there cry- 
ing. The gentlemen took their hands- and 
paddled to get the lifeboat away from ‘the 
burning Narragansett. In about fifieen min- 
utes another lifeboat, not as full as ours, came 
up and gave us two oars. A lady, gentleman 
and three children were then in the water near 
our boat. They begged to get in, but we told 
them no, the boat would capsize. ‘They hung 
on to the stern of our boat. I don’t know what 
became of them after that. I saw two other 
children, a boy about six years old anda girl 
a little younger, in the water. They seemed 
to have no life-preservers. I saw them sink a 
few yards off. The captain of the Stoning- 
tod did not come himself. I know more per- 
sons would have been saved if there had been 
more boats. 

MRS. STETSON’S TWO CHILDREN BURNED. 

Mrs. Frederick A. Stetson, of Atlanta, Ga., 
related a pitiful story of the burning of her 
two cbhildien, one named Hallet and tne other 
an unnamed baby, on the Narragansett. Her 
brother-in-law, Ar. P. M. Carpenter, of At- 
tieLore’, was with ber. She was awakened by 
the crash. She ran to her brother in-lawes 
stute-rocm and called him. When they went 
back into the saloon where the two little chil- 
dren were asleep the smoke was so stifling 
that they could not venture in. A moment 
later the flames prevented ali possibility of 
saving the children. They were undoubtedly 
burned. Mrs. Stetson lost sight of Mr. Car- 
penter in the struggle for her life. She 
climbed upon the rail, jumped into the water 
With a life-preserver, and was at last picked 
up and brought to New York. ‘This morn- 
ing Mr. Carpenter, who was also saved, found 
her on the City of New York. 

BRAVE BOYS FROM THE TENNESSER. 

Wm. Prosser. John Smith, anda young 
man named .Juroy, of the United States 
steamer Tennessee, were among tbe passen- 
geis on the Narragansett, and were instru- 
mental in saving a number of people. 1 
have been in & good many storms,” said young 
Prosser toa World reporter, „but I never 
saw so many badly frightened people as there 
were on board that bout. 1 did all I could, 
helping women to put on their life-pre 
servers, and insisting that the men should 
lower the boats before they deserted the ship. 
But Smith and Juroy, who were aft, were 
able to render much more assistance than I. 
Juroy: ünding it necessary at last to leave the 
Narragansett. jumped overboard with two 
ladies, whom he supported in the water until 
they were all picked up. He came back to 
New York with them to-day and 
found that they were both living 
in Madison avenue. They have insisted 
on keeping him at their house 
all day and now l can’t tind him. I had gone 
on the Stonington and was rubbing some of 
the men who had been picked up exhausted, 
when some one said. All aboard for Ston- 
ington,“ and under the impression that we 
were to be taken Hast, many of us went on to 
the City of New York and were brought back 
here before we knew it.’’ 

Michaei Dugan, of Providence, who, with 
Vrosser, assisted in lowering the boats, re- 
lates that it was with great difliculty that any 
of the boats were made available atall. The 
first thing they did was to lower a life-raft, 
which was overturned when it reached the 
water; the next raft they were unableto 
move, and finally they attempted to let a boat 
down, but the men were so awkward at their 
work that it swamped immediately, and its 
living contents were emptied into the water. 
One boat was lowered, and then it was found 
that there were no plugs in it. Dugan and 
Prosser say that they saw four or five women 
jump into the water off the side of the steam- 
er and all were drowned. When the last boat 
was finally lowered, about forty women were 
standing on the lower deck with the water up 
to their shoulders. After all of Prosser’s ef- 
forts in behalf of others, his friends say that he 
swam over to the Stonington and was then 
picked up. He went back to Providence on 
the steamer Massachusetts last night.

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BOMBARDING CALLAO. 


Cannon Throwing Shot 6 1-2 Miles into 
the City—A Graphic Description. 
From the San Francisco Bulletin. | 

Lima, April 27.—The monotony of the 
blockade of the port of Caliao, declared on the 
10th inst., by the Admiral of the Chilian fleet, 
bas at last been broken. On Tuesday, the 
20th, at noon, the eleven days granted for the 
departure of foreign ~e expired. ‘The 
Pacific Steam Navigation mpany had al- 
ready removed its headquarters to Ancon, a 
small port 21 miles north of Callao, sendin 
its hulks and storeships to safe anchorage o 
the mouth of the Rimac, out of the line of fire 
in case of an engagement. The foreign men- 
of-war accompanied them, the United States 
ship Alaska being the last to leave the port. 

The day was clear and cloudless, the gentle 
southwest breeze tempering the heat of de- 
parting summer. The enemy’s fleet could be 
easily distinguished lying at anchor near the 
head of the Island of San Lorenzo, and about 
eight miles distant. The piers, towers, and 
roofs of Callao, every knoll en the plain be- 
tween the two cities,and even the roofs of Lima 
were crowded with eager gazers, anxiously 
looking for the advance of the enemy’s fleet, 
since Admiral Riveros had alluded, in his not- 
ification of the blockade, to the probability of 
his shelling the town. Noon—1 o’clock—2 
came and passed, and still the fleet lay under 
the lee of the island, or slowly cruised in front 
of the beleaguered port, but gave no signs of 
any attempt or intention to attack the sullen 
batteries that frowned defiance from an arc 
whose chord stretched nearly three miles,from 
the mouth of the Rimac to the point of the 
Southern Peninsula. 

But on Monday, the 22d, signs of active 
movement were visible in the fleet, and sig- 
nal flags fluttered their orders in quick suc- 
cession during the morning. At balf-past one 
the ships steamed slowly toward the port, 
ard attwo were in line of battle, nearly three 
miles from shore, in the following order: The 
corvette Pilcomayo (captured in November 
last from Peru), mounting two 70-pound 
rifles, on the north, in front of the extreme 
northern battery, containing two 500-pound 
Rodman smooth-bores; one mile south of 
her, facing the castle with two 300-pound 
rifles, was the Augamos, carrying an enorm- 
ous 450-pound rifled gun of the new Arm- 
strong pattern, with a range of 10,000 meters 
(six and one-quarter miles). At the same 
distance, south of the Augamos, was theiron- 
clad Huascar, captured after the desperate 
naval battle of October 8, near Megillones, 
where the heroic Grass was killed. The Hu- 
ascar carries two 300-pound muzzle-loading 
rifles. The flagship Blanco Encalada, a heavy 
ironclad, remained well out of range, a mile 
to the rear of the others, with the transport 
Loa near her. 

On tbe Peruvian side the single-turreted 
monitor Atahualpa lay outside ef the north- 
ern entrance to the landing docks of Muelle 
Darsena, carrying two 500-pound Rodmans. 
The other Peruvian vessels lay snugly en- 
sconced in the inner basin of the docks,a 
huge structure like a gigantie letter E built 
in concrete. ‘There were the corvette Union, 


| frivate Amazonas (a useless hulk), transports 


Owya, Talisman and Rimac, school-ship 
Meievio und Maranon and gunboat Tumbes. 
Otibese the monitor and corvette were the 
only two fighting ships, and their artillery 
was too light to offend vesselaelying at the 
range chosen by the Chilians for their opera- 
tions. Wo or three torpedo launches had 
steam up, bhoving fora chance to get a dash 
at the enemy—one of them a Herrisehoff—and 
three or four merchant vessels captured from 
the enemy completed the fleet lying 
witkin the basin, a pistol shot from shore. 

The shore batteries were distributed at in- 
tervals from the mouth of the Rimac (which, 
rising in tbe Andes, runs westward through 
Lima, bendstothe northwest before reach- 
ing Callao, and empties into the sea a mile 
north of the town) to “the Point.,“ a mile 
south of it. This point is a tongue of sand 
and shingle dividing the bay of Callao from 
that of Chorillos, and nearits extremity two 
1,L00-pound Rodman guns defend the Boque- 
ron passage between the mainland and tue 
island of San Lorenzo. 

by sketching a large boot with dispropor- 
Lionate calf and ankle and Stender toe, curved 
downward, vou could get an excellent idea of 
the topography of the portand capital. Lima 
lies eizht miles east of Callao at an elevation 
of 500 feet, and is connected with it by two 
railroads and a cart road. On vour sketch 
place Lima at the top of the calf, Callao in the 
holiow of the fort, the 1,000-pound battery at 
the toe, and the 500-pound at the heel. 

Dotted along the shore, at irregular inter- 
Vals, are five other batteries of 300 -pounders 
anda number of smaller pieces. 

Orders were telegraphed aiong the line of 
defenses: Let the enemy fire first.’’ As 
they slowly steamed into position, the sus- 
peuse among the thousands of spectators on 
shore became almost painful. 

At seven mmutes after 2 0’clock the Huas- 
car opened fire on the shipping in the dock 
besin, the walls of which, rising some fifteen 
fectfrom the water, formed an admirable 
protection aguinst any but a plunging tire. 
The Pilzomayo and Augamos followed, 
promptly responded toby the batteries and 
by the Union and Atahualpa, but during the 
entire action I saw no shot fromthe shore 
take effect, although, generally speaking, the 
aim was excellent. The enemy knew his ad- 
vantage in possessing long-range rifled guns, 
as against the Rodmans and Armstrongs of 
older patterns, and coolly kept just beyond 
the range of the shore batteries. 

The dullthunder of the opening gun had 
hardly startled Lima from its wonted apathy, 
when a special train swept into the Desam- 
parados Station. ready to convey Gen. Silva, 
Chief of Staff, with bis aids, to the scene of 
action; the President, Col. Pierola, having 
thrown himself into the saddle and galloped 
to Callao on hearing of the movement of the 
fleet. A beavy military guard wus necessary 
to prevent the people, who were frantic to get 
to Callao, from taking possession of the train. 

‘The ship tired leisurely, averaging a shot 


every two minutes, and with tolerable ac- 
curacy, most of the shells falling in the 


neighborhood of the l’eruvian vessels, a few 


striking them, doing trifling damage, 
but many falling short, or harmless- 
ly hammering the stone bulwarks 


of the little remnant of the gailant Peruvian 
navy. The Oroya Railroad station rests upon 
part of the grqund reclaimed from the segin 
building the buge landing docks, iis line of 
rails skirting the beach for half a mile before 
running eastward toward the capital. It was 
therefore in unpleasant proximity to the 
cluster of shipping that formed the exclusive 
target of the squadron, which paid scant at- 
tention to the batteries. The Huascar and 
Pilcomayo fired at intervals of about four 
minutes: the Augamos much more slowly. 
Her first shell flew over the town with a 
hoarse grow! and buried itself a mile or two 
beyond, toward Villegas. She then steamed 
slowly to the westward, until about four 
miles from shore, and resumed practice at 
this long range. 

One plunging shell crashed through the 
iron heating of the station, crushed a 12-inch 
girder, and, passing in its course through the 
closed door of the first-class passenger room, 
went through the fioor, and, striking the 
foundatien wall, exploded with terrific force, 
tearing a huge chasm in the flooring, and 
setting it on tire. The circular hole in the 
door was cut out as neatly as with a hand saw. 

Mr. Cilley, who stood on the platform a few 
feet distant giving directions to the telegraph 
operator, had a very marrow escape, but 


shell exploded some twenty feet from the 
platform, destroying the track. A fragment 
of itadorns the desk of your correspondent 
as à paper weight. wo others, pass- 
ing over the ship and eo just 
beyond the station gates, cut both lines of 
track, leaving huge excavations in the loose 
shingle deep enough to bury a horse, But 
having no exequies of the kind to attend to 
just then (although a third had just exploded 
at the gate of the arsenal, a dozen rods away 
killing four horses, but leaving the officers and 
men standing around untouched), the section 
men were quickly summoned and the track 
repaired in an incredibly shoft apace of time, 
so that the auxiliary engines running alongthe 
lines conneeting the batteries were not de- 
tained amoment. Another exploded in the 
piazza ia frontlof the Matriz Chureh,chi ping 
off a corner of the Hotel Roma as it fell.

All the emigrants 
will go to Minnesota under the care of Father 
Nugept’s agents. Several boxes of clothing 
were provided, so that the emigrants will be 
improved in appearance when they arrive in 
America.

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The Dangers of Diving for Pearls. 
From the London Telegraph. | 

Such is the value of the pearl that life will 
be always risked for its attainment, and if the 
sharks would only sow the banks with pearls 
they might confidently rely on aregular har- 
vestof men. As it is, theylevya grim tax 
fromthe divers, and but forthe bustle and 
noise along the oyster beds during the ‘“fish- 
ery, “ which frighten off the less daring mons- 
ters, the percentage of deaths would be much 
greater. The Bahrein and Ceylon tisheries 
arc, of course, the largest and most valuable; 
but China and Japan, South American and 
Australian, as well as some of the islands off 
the African coast, produce the precious oyster 
in abundance. The numberof shells is not 
any guide as to the number of pearls, and even 
the roughest average whichthe diver may 
make of tbe value of the season’s collection 
is, therefore, liable to be utterly wrong. 
The shells themselves are, however, of great 
commercial value, and often yield a larger rev- 
enue than the season’s find of gems, so that 
the diver never really goes down in vain. 
Nor is the smallest ‘‘seed pear!” valueless, for 
itis a pretty natural fact that only pearl pow- 
der will properly polish pearis, and, more- 
over, the gems ground up command a ready 
market in the East, where they are supposed 
to have a surpassing effi in restoring ex- 
hausted vitality and renewing wasted vigor. 
The diver, therefore, has always encourage- 
ment in his perilons labor; and to the last, 
even when he takes his fatal dive to the wait- 
ing shark, he has still the fascination 
before him ofa possible prize that shall send 
him home to live at ease for the rest of his life. 
In the vast majority of cases, however, the 
divers grow old at their toil, neither meeting 
with skarks nor —— ransoms in their grop- 
logs along the shell-strewn banks, an. the 
Babrein men speak of it as a monotonous and 
laborious means of livelihood, and one in 

which they seldom earn a competence. 
surroundmgs of their work are squalid, al-

A 
great many ‘‘crooked’’ men besides Gar- 
field have played in bad luck without once 
having had their willingness questioned. 


As alimited number of our readers are 
possibly favored with only an indistinct re- 
collection of the circumstances connected 
with the infamous Credit Mobilier swindle 
—the ghost of which is now haunting the 
fated Garfield,we have concluded after hasty 
deliberation to hold the spook up by the 
tail in these columns. The story of that 
infamy can be briefly told in the language 
ofthe New York The construction 
of the Union Pacific Railroad furnished the 
opportunity for a gigantic fraud. Con- 
gress voted money and land enough to 
build it without any considerable issue of 
bonds or stock by the company. The di- 
rectors were forbidden by law from engag- 
ing in contracts or holding other interests 
of profit. Therefore they could not become 
beneficiaries by the abuse of their trust 
until that obstacle was overcome. They 
soon found a way to doit. A company 
known as the Credit Mobilier, organized 
upon the French plap, had procured a 
charter from Pennsylvania, which proved 
to be a failure in its hands. This charter 
was purchased. A ring of officers and di- 
rectors of the Union Pacific Road obtained 
They con- 
tracted with themselves another 
name for the construction at exorbitant 
They swindied the United States, 
stockholders for

the bondholders and the 
the benefit of their own close corporation. 
In Oakes Ames, James B. Alley and 
Others, known as the Boston party,“ got 
possession of the Union Pacific and the 
Credit Mobilier. At that time Ames was a 
member cf Congress, and a manufacturer 
of reputed wealth. The great contracts 
passed into his hands, and the dividends of 
the Credit Mobilier had already attracted 
attention. Elihu B. Washburne introduced 
u resolution in the House which alarmed 
the jobbers for their immense profits. 
Colfax, then Speaker, and of the 
creatures of the ring, silenced this move- 
ment for a time by parliamentary tricks. 

The first disclosure of this corruption 
was made in the New York Sun during the 
summer of 1872, implicating many Repub- 
lican leaders. A Presidential election was 
then pending, and they all vehemently 
denied any connection with the fraud. 
Gariield’s statement was more explicit and 
bolder than that of any of his confederates 
in the crime. An investigation was order- 
ed by the House soon after the meeting of 
Congress; the examination of witnesses 
began on December 12, 1872. At first 
Oakes Ames was disinclined to make any 
exposure; but when the incriminated mem- 
bers combined to swear him down and to 
free themselves by rank perjury, his blood 
warmed quickly, and he determined to let 
the truth be known, though in the end 
there was much cencealed. 

Garfield submitted to the committee a 
prepared statement on January 14, 1873: 


never owned, received, or agreed to receive 
any stock of the Credit Mobilier or of the Union 
Pacific Railroad, norany dividends or profits 
arising from either ot them.’’ 


Ames was recalled January 1872, and 
testified to the stock he had issued to Gar- 
field, the dividends allowed him, and the 
balance of money paid into his hand, 
which Gartield pretended was a “Joan.”’ 
He submitted a memorandum ef the ac- 
count in detail. It came to the knowledge 
of the committee that Garfield had visited 
Ames with the object of inducing him to 
retract or modify his testimony, and he was 
re- examined on the 29th of January, as fol- 
lows: 


Question — You may state whether, in con- 
versation with you, Mr. Garfield claims. as he 
claimed before us, that the only transaction 
between you was borrowing $300” Answer 
No, sir; be did not claim that with me. 

Q —When was that memorandum made? A.

l It was made in my room. I can not remember 


the date. It was since this investigation com- 


menced. 
Q.—Have you the memorandum that Mr. 


Garfield made? A.—I have the figures that he 
made.

Q. Lou say these figures were made by Mr. 


Garfield? A.—Yes, sir. ; 
Q.—Tnat was his idea of what was coming to 


him? A.—Yes, sir. 

Garfield sought to tamper with and 
suborn Ames, and the attempt ended in his 
claiming a larger share in Credit Mobilier 
than had been allowed to him, after having 
solemnly sworn, a fortnight previously, 
that he had „never owned, received, or 
agreed to receive any stock of the Credit 
Mobilier nor any dividend or profit aris- 
ing’ therefrom. The climax was capped 
when Ames produced his diary with the 
original entry against Garfield, dated 
Tuesday, September 29, 1868, setting forth 
his account for ten shares of Credit Mo- 
bilier. These terrible revelations were al- 
lowed to pass unnoticed. Garfield did not 
dare to go before the committee and con- 
front Ames, because he knew there were 
still other proofs in reserve. He waited 
until Ames was in his grave, and then, with 
Schuyler Colfax and others who had been 
bribed, he attempted to whitewash the 
infamy. 

When our readers remember that it was 
this fraud principally that gave birth to 
the Liberal Republican Party; that made 
the House of Representatives Democratic ; 
that altered the complexion of the Senate, 
and induced the people to elect a Demo- 
cratic President in i876, they may proba- 
bly conclude that Mr. Gartield’s prospects

good man the Democrats may nominate are 
by no means flattering. A committee made 
up of his Republican contemporaries in 
Congress denounced him in this style: 

„le (Garfield) agreed with Mr. Ames to take 
ten shares of Credit Mobilier stock, but did not 
pay for the same. Mr. Ames received the 
eighty per cent dividend in bonds, and sold 
them for ninety-seven per cent, and also re- 
ceived the sixty percent cash dividend, which, 
together with the price of the stock and inter- 
est, left a balance of $329. This sum was paid 
over to Mr. Garfield by a check on the Ser- 
geant-at-Arms.’’

This is what is called making up & case, 
Ilow this particular one was jumped from 
the corner of Third and Chestnut streets to 
the Supreme Court of the State in less time 
than.it takes to get papers filed and em- 
bossed in local courts will probably remain 
au mystery; but, at all events, the Supreme 
Court rose up in its majesty yesterday and 
declared that the question involved was a 
private one, that an executrix was not 
subject to a mandamns and that the Pro- 
bate Court would have to enforce its own 
orders. Although not germane, so to 
speak, the Court took occasion to remark 
incidentally that the law under which 
the contract for advertising was let 
was strictly regular and constitutional. All

The Work of Careless Insurance Agents. 

The case of Gustav W. Dahlberg vs. the 
St. Louis Mutual Fire and Marine Iusurance 
Company, having been taken up to the Court 


of Appeals twice, was remanded back this 
morning to the Circuit Court for a new trial. 
This action was originally based upon 
a contract to insure plaintiff's life, 
which the company in its defense 
declared the plaintiff had violated K disre- 
garding certain conditions named in the poli- 
ey. The Court ruled that ifthe agent of the 
company, whether to expedite business or 
not, took upon himself the duty of tilling up 
the blanks, and thus answering questions for 
the insured, without makiog previous in- 
quiries asto the correctness of the answers, 
he wus bound to give the plaintiff a fair 
opportunity, at least, to examine the papers 
for himself, and was bound to do nothing to- 
wards putting the plaintiff off his guard as to 
the importance of the document to be signed. 
The Hope Company interfered, and assumed 
to act for the person insured. Had it left him 
to act, and thus improved his own responsi- 
bilities, the question would be different: but, 
without inquiry, it filled iu essential answers. 
This might be important; but, with other 
circumstances, it might tend to show a waver 
of the plaintiff’s obligation, or might stop 
jhe company from setting up the defense of 
misrepresentation. The obligation of perfect 
good faith was mutual, and as the insured 
was bound to disclosure, so the company was 
ound not to put the insured eff his guard, or 
to the necessity of making a disclosure. 


The Sewer Muddle. 

The action brought by August Everman 
ecainst Mary Blakesly and others was for the 
construction ofa district sewer in Sidney Street 
Sewer District No. 3, under a conrract with 


the city. The parties claiming to have been 
injured held that the construction of the 
sewer was not in ~accordance’ with 
the provisions of the charter requiring 
district sewers to be connected with a public 
sewer or withsome natural source of drain- 
age. The Court held that the passage of an 
ordinance and the written communication 
from the Board of Public Improvement 
recommending the passage of the ordinance 
forthe construction of the sewer showed 
that the necessary preliminary action had been 
taken and afforded asutiicient basis for the 
legislation of the Assembly. The acts of 
ihese two bodies were evidence that the sew- 


er, as provided for, was necessary for sanitary 


aud other purposes. 


Victims of the Confidence Man. 

A man calling himself Thomas Scott called 
on the 2ith of May at the bank of Henry L. 
Newman < Company in Leavenworth, and 
represented that he had fifteen Central P'aci- 
lic bonds of 31,000 each, which he wished to 
dell. Ile wanted to invest the money in Kan- 
sas lands, and had brought tbe bonds from 
New York, but did not want to sell unless he 


made the investment, claiming that it would 
be difficult for him tosell the bonds in the 
interior of the State, and that he desired 
10 sel] them in Leavenworth. 
The bankers replied that they had never 
handled these bonds, and knew nothing about 
them, and suggested that they wouid tele- 
«raph their correspondent in St. Louis to tind 
what the bonds were quoted at. This was 
done, and an answer received that they were 
worth 100 1-2. The bank upon the strength 
of this telegram bought the bonds. These 
bonds were sold to Donaldson by a New York 
party that purchased them from Newman & 
Co. Suit was brougnt by Donaldson & Fra- 
ley against Newman et al., to recover their 
supposed value. Judgment was rendered in 
favor of defendants, but the case was ap- 
pealed, and the Court of Appeais reversed 
the judgment to-day, remanding it back to 
the lower court for new trial.

Then the 
vast audience was treated to another surprise 
which all but paralyzed the same Knowing 
ones. They were betting $750 on Long Taw,

the field, Blue Lodge, Respond and Minnie 
Lewis. No one dreamed that Blue Lodge 
would be heard of, but she sprang to the lead 


| at the start, and maintained it until Long 


Taw’s rider, bya most desperate whipping, 
brought his nose up even to her, and finished 
a dead heatin the fast time of 1:55 1-4. The 
maré went to the first mile in 1:40, a perform- 
ance never equaled but twice before. The 
owners of the two flyers con- 
cluded to divide the purse, and this 
of course decided the pdois.

DISGUSTED WITH HIMYAR. 

The disastrous defeat of the great Himyar
